Council  okays  justice , activities

The  ASBYU  Executive  Council 
approved  Friday  the  expenditure  of 
Social  Office  profits  for  free  dances,  free 
outdoor  movies,  and  local  talent  contests 
this  spring. 

Walt  Marlowe,  social  vice  president, 
proposed  the  $4300  of  the  approximately 
$14,000  profit  his  office  has  made  this 
year  be  spent  on  six  free  rock  dances  with 
refreshments,  four  confentional  dances 
with  refreshments,  four  outdoor  movies, 
and  two  talent  contests. 

In  action  two  weeks  ago,  the  Council 
passed  a by-law  which  freed  Social  Office 
profits  with  the  stipulation  that  such 
expenditures  be  approved.  Details  on  the 
free  activities  will  be  released  later. 

The  Council  also  approved  the 
appointment  of  Wilford  Anderson,  a 
junior  in  business  from  Mesa,  Arizona,  to 
the  Supreme  Court.  Anderson  has  been 
an  executive  assistant  in  the  office  of 
ASBYU  President  Reed  Wilcox. 

A PROPOSAL  by  Wilcox  to  limit 
complimentary  preferred  tickets  for  any 
event  requiring  a ticket  was  rejected  by 
the  Council.  Wilcox  had  suggested  that 
complimentary  tickets  be  limited  to  10 
and  preferred  tickets  be  limited  to  four 
per  ASBYU  office  except  10  for  the 
sponsoring  office. 

The  Council  did  agree  that  lists  of 
c o m p 1 i m e netary  and  preferred  ' tickets 
must  be  submitted  to  the  ticket 
committee  for  approval.  The  approved 
lists  must  be  made  available  to  the 
student  body  and  the  tickets  must  be 
“average”  seats. 

This  new  policy  applies  to  all  events 
requiring  tickets  including  atheltic  events. 
The  ticket  committee  is  composed  of  the 
executive  vice  president,  and  the  social, 
culture,  and  finance  vice  presidents. 

The  Council  also  rejected  another 
proposal  by  Wilcox  that  the  vice 
president  of  women’s 
activities  be  elected  only  by  the  women 
students. 

Wilcox  felt  that  as  the  freshman  class 
president  is  elected  by  freshmen  to 
represent  them  the  women’s  activities 

Candidates  rap 
today  at  noon 

The  first  open  forum  for  ASBYU 
candidates  will  be  at  noon  today  in  the 
ELWC  memorial  lounge.  Candidates  for 
the  vice  presidency  of  women’s  activities 
and  community  service  will  speak. 

According  to  Kirk  Drussel,  elections 
committee  chairman,  each  candidate  will 
have  five  minutes  to  speak  and  three 
minutes  to  answer  questions. 

Candidates  for  social  and  organizations 
vice  president  will  speak  on  Tuesday, 
finance  and  culture  on  Wednesday, 
academics  and  athletics  on  Thursday,  and 
presidential  tickets  on  Friday.  The  same 
format  will  be  followed  every  day. 


vice  president  represents  the  women  and 
should  be  elected  only  by  the  women.

MARTY  WILSON,  current  women’s 
activities  vice  president,  argued  that  since 
she  has  a vote  on  the  executive  council 
and  because  men  are  interested  and 
effected  by  the  women’s  activities,  men 
should  also  vote  for  that  office. 

In  other  action,  the  Council  rejected  a 
plea  of  A1  Thompson,  junior  in  business 
from  Falls  Church,  Va.,  to  allow  him  to 
run  for  vice  president  of  finance. 
Thompson,  who  transferred  here  this

semester,  was  disqualified  because  he  did 
not  meet  the  constitutional  . requirement 
of  attendance  at  BYU  one  semester 
before  the  semester  an  elected  candidate 
would  take  office. 

Thompson  argued  that  he  could  take 
office  next  fall  instead  of  this  spring  and 
thus  keep  the  constitutional  requirement. 
The  Council  felt  this  would  create  too 
many  problems,  Thompson  had  served  as 
finance  vice  president  at  Ricks  College.

Flag  raising

“They  do?”  asked  a University  of  Utah 
transfer  student. 

“You  must  get  up  too  late,”  a friend 
explained. 

Yes,  they  do.  The  ROTC  color  guard 
that  is.  School  days  at  8 a.m.  and  5 p.m. 
it  raises  and  lowers  the  flag  in  front  of  the 
Administration  Bldg,  to  the  strains  of  the 
National  Anthem  with  students  standing 
at  attention  throughout  the  proceedings. 

It  wasn’t  always  that  way.  There  was 
no  music  until  1965,  after  ROTC  had 
been  conducting  the  ceremoney  for  four 
years.  Students  were  merely  occasionally 
admonished,  as  they  were  in  a-1963  Daily 
Universe  editorial,  “to  pay  proper  respect 
to  the  flag  when  in  the  area  during  these 
proceedings.”  That  meant  standing  at 
attention  facing  the  flag. 

Apparently  few  did.  One  disgrunted 
administration  official  was  quoted  in  that 
editorial  as  saying,  “Very  few  will  stop  to 
pay  proper  respect  . . .Some,  no-many 
will  look  at  the  flag  as  it  is  rising  while 
they  continue  their  gait  toward  classes.” 


sociology  to  read  papers  at  two 
conventions.

‘The  proper  respect’ 
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Strike  progress 


An  imminent  breakthrough  was  possible  in  negotiations  late  Sunday 
night  to  end  a strike  of  10,000  auto  workers  at  Chevrolet’s  Vega 
production  complex,  according  to  a General  Motors  spokesman. 

The  representatives  of  United  Auto  Workers  and  GM  were  “drawing 
very  much  closer.  Hopefully  a settlement  can  be  reached  by  nightfall,” 
said  A.B.  Anderson  of  GM’s  personnel  department. 

A union  spokesman  however,  disagreed  with  Anderson  saying  “very 
little  progress”  had  been  made 


since  the  strike  began  early 
Saturday. 

The  principal  cause  for  the 
strike  was  the  dispute  over  the 
production  level  of  the  plant. 
While  most  assembly  plants 
produce  about  60  cars  an  hour, 
the  Vega  plant  was  geared  to 
produce  about  100  per  hour  while 
GM  at  the  same  time  planned  to 
lay  off  800  workers,  still 
maintaining  production  levels.

Salt  Lake  City  residents  may 
now  legally  use  foul  and 
abusive  language  within  the 
city  limits  according  to  a new 
law  enacted  by  the  city 
commission. 

The  commission  voted 
unanimously  to  enact  the  new 
law  outlawing  foul  and  abusive 
language  only  if  it  would  tend 
to  promote  violence  or  a 
breach  of  peace.  Under  the  old 
law,  swearing  in  one’s  home 
after  stubbing  a toe  was  a 
misdemeanor.  This  is  noW 
legal. 


A survivor  of  the  Mohawk  plane 
crash  which  claimed  17  lives  said 
Sunday  the  passengers  were  not  warned  by  the  crew  before  the 
twin-engine  turboprop  crashed  into  a house  in  a residential  area  of 
Albany,  New  York. 

Speaking  in  a brief  interview  from  his  hospital  bed,  Gordon  Snyder, 
28,  a Houston  salesman,  said  that  the  first  realization  that  the  plane  was 
in  trouble  came  when  there  was  a sharp  bank  to  the  left,  only  seconds 
before  impact.  The  pilot,  co-pilot  and  15  others  were  killed  Friday 
night  when  their  New  York-to-Albany  plane  crashed  314  miles  short  of 
Albany  County  Airport.

How  to  get  that  job!

Job  seekers  should  cut  their 
hair,  tighten  their  belts  and  be 
prepared  to  wait  if  they  really 
want  work  according  to  Utah 
Valley  employment  agencies. 

While  the  job  picture  is  black 
and  according  to  Alden  Brown  of 
the  student  empployment  office, 
the  future  doesn’t  look  much 
brighter,  jobs  can  be  had  if  one 
has  time  to  wait  and  isn’t  too 
choosy. 

Brown  reports  that  some  factors 
make  it  harder  for  an  individual  to 
get  a job.  He  says  it  is  hard  to 
place  students  with  long  hair, 
“particularly  longer  than 
standards”. 

Robert  Woldberg,  of  the  Provo 
Employment  Office,  echoes  the 
same  sentiments,  “The  hardest 
ones  I have  to  place  in  this  valley 
are  the  long  hairs”. 

According  to  Woldberg  another 
problem  students  cause 
themselves  is  in  not  setting  aside  a 
four  hour  period  to  work.  He 
reports  employers  are  not  willing 
to  hire  some  one  who  wants  to 
work  two  hours  in  the  morning 
and  an  hour  between  3:45  p.m. 
and  4:45  p.m. 

As  to  what  time  is  best  to  set 
aside,  he  says,  “Mornings  are 
usually  better  for  us.  I don’t  know 
why”. 

Woldberg  went  on  to  say  that 
many  BYU  students  come  to  him 
with  a lack  of  marketable  skills. 

Plumbers,  carpenters  and 
tradesmen  he  can  place  even  in 
part  time  jobs,  with  relative  ease 
but  “graduate  students  in 


chemistry”  pose  a somewhat 
harder  problem. 

‘‘I’d  love  to  have  my  son 
become  a carpenter  and  he’d 
make  good  money  too,”  quipped 
Woldberg. 

Norman  Anderson  of  Utah 
State  Employment  Security 
Office,  put  it  simply,  “Most 
people  (BYU  students)  have  been 
spending  their  time  getting  an 
education  and  not  acquiring  any 
really  marketable  skill.” 

Norman  says  at  present  8.3  per 
cent  of  the  people  in  this  area  are 
unemployed. 

Brown  reports  that  there  are 
2,000  students  with  applications 
for  jobs  on  file  in  his  office  who 
have  not  yet  been  placed. 

Brown  goes  on  to  say  that  jobs 
are  so  tight  that  a position  is 
usually  filled  within  hours  of  the 
time  his  office  receives  the  listing. 

He  urges  any  student  who  has  a 
job  interview  set  up  for  him  to  be 
prompt  and  to  the  fellows  he 
suggest  they  wear  a tie.

New  China 
myths  for 

delecatation 

The  old  myth  of  China  is  gone,  perhaps 
beyond  resurrection.  Television  killed  it 
in  a week.  The  yellow  peril,  the  army  of 
ants,  the  ceaseless  conspiracy- all  that 
belongs  to  the  Russins  now.  Any 
American  with  access  to  a television  set 
could  see  China  for  himself  last  week. 
The  monopoly  of  the  professional 
China-watchers  had  been  broken  and 
everybody  was  on  his  own.  No  matter 
what  the  Chinese  calendar  says,  this  is  the 
year  of  the  tourist. 

The  old  myths  crumbled  with  every 
scene.  Carson  McCullers  once  wrote  of  a 
hero  who,  looking  down  from  a plane, 
realizes  that  “the  whole  earth  from  a 
great  distance  means  less  than  a pair  of 
human  eyes.  Even  the  eyes  of  the 
enemy.”  Certainly  that’s  true  if  the  eyes 
are  Chou  En-lai’s,  peering  up  at  an 
aircraft,  assaying  his  guests,  darting 
around  a great  banquet  hall. 


BUT  AMERICANS  do  not  simply  drop 
myths;  we  replace  them  with  new  ones. 
And  no  medium  is  as  adept  as  television 
in  offering  us  a wide,  almost  personalized 
selection  to  choose  from.  A single  picture 
is  good  for  ten  thousand  different 
impressions.  And  that  is  a conversation 
estimate,  considering  the  scope  of  the 
television  audience. 

On  the  little  screen,  new' myths  of 
China  are  trotted  out  for  our 
delectation-like  so  many  models  striding, 
wheeling  turning  down  the  runway. 
Which  did  you  like  the  best-the  enforced 
serenity  of  the  Peking  Airport?  The 
imperturbable  bicyclists  in  the  square  of 
Heavenly  Peace?  The  juxtaposition  of 
Mao  Tse-tung  and  Richard  Milhouse 
Nixon  shaking  hands?  (A  genuine  picture 
that  still  had  the  feel  of  a doctored  one.) 
The  interior  of  the  Great  Hall  of  the 
People?  Whatever  your  choice,  you  could 
order  it  in  color  black-and-white,  digest  it 
at  once  or  have  it  to  go. 

Take  your  pick— which  image  will  stand 
out?  Which  will  wear  best?  Be  the  biggest 
seller  back  home?  Most  shape  the 
American  consciousness?  China  long  has 
been  a romantic  strand  in  the  American 
psyche-from  the  time  of  the  Yankee 
Clipper  and  the  China  trade.  Oil  for  the 
lamps  of  China!  The  shibboleths  change 
through  the  years,  but  they  remain 
shibboleths.  And  now  a new  crop  is 
transmitted  by  the  latest  photographic 
technique.  They  are  guaranteed  to  cover 
purges,  hatreds  and  unsightly  blemishes. 
The  new  myths  are  updated,  crisp,  with  a 
sweeping  hem  that  covers  little  things  like 
Tibet.  The  fashion  now  is  acupuncture 
and  gambai,  my  tai  and  journalism  of  the 
There-Are-No-Flies-in-China  school.  If 
only  China  were  a franchise  operation, 
fortunes  could  be  made.  They  still  may 
be,  as  the  country  turns  full  cycle  and 
there  is  talk  again  of  the  China  trade.

BYU’s  wingmen,  with  key  help 
from  the  Blue  reserves,  played 
vital  roles  in  BYU’s  thrilling 
come-from-behind  61-60  victory 
over  UNM  Saturday  night.  The 
win  followed  a 73-69  loss  to  the 
UTEP  Miners  in  El  Paso  the  night 
before. 

The  first  half  of  the  encounter 
saw  the  Cats  fall  way  behind,  due 
to  lackluster  shooting.  The 
Cougars  hit  for  only  29  per  cent 
in  the  first  stanza,  as  Kresimir 
Cosic  went  zero  for  four  in  his 
field  goal  attempts..  Stalwarts  Phil 
Tollestrup  and  Bernie  Fryer  were 
also  cold  in  the  first  half;  Fryer 
went  one  for  eight  and  Tollestrup 
was  one  for  four. 

BRIAN  AMBROZICH  helped 
keep  BYU  in  the  game  in  the 
opening  period.  The  JC  transfer 
hit  on  four  for  seven  from  the 
field,  and  accounted  for  nine  first 
half  points  to  lead  all  Mountain 
Cat  scorers  and  keep  BYU  within 
reach. 

The  BYU  bench  helped  the 
Cougar  cause.  The  Cats  trailed 
throughout  the  first  half,  and 
were  behind  at  one  point  by  14. 
The  Cats  starters  were  sputtering, 
and  couldn’t  get  moving,  so  Coach 
Stan  Watts  inserted  Jay  Bunker, 
Monia  Sarkalahti,  and  Bill 
Anderson  into  the  lineup.  The  Cat 
subs  did  a good  job  in  jelling  the 
Blue  attack,  and  were 
instrumental  in  the  BYU 
comeback  which  took  The  Cats 
into  the  locker  room  at  half  time 
trailing  by  only  three,  26-29. 

In  the  second  half,  the  shooting 
of  Phil  Tollestrup  got  the  Cougars 
back  in  the  game.  After  a 
mediocre  opening  period,  the  big 
Canadian  found  the  range  and 
tallied  14  second  stanza  points. 
Tollestrup  ended  the  game  with 
16  points  on  eight  of  15  field  goal 
attempts.  Tollestrup  was 
hampered  throughout  the 
encounter  with  a bruised  heel, 
while  Bernie  Fryer  was  sick  with 
the  flu,  and  it  slowed  down  his 
overall  game. 

THE  CATS  trailed  the  entire 
game,  and  never  took  the  lead 
until  2:35  remained.  At  that  point 
BYU  went  ahead  59-58  on  a 
jumper  from  the  top  of  the  key 
by  Fryer.  Both  teams  scored 
another  bucket,  and  with  seven 
seconds  remaining,  and  BYU 
holding  a 61-60  lead,  Brian 
Ambrozich  stepped  to  the  line  to 
shoot  a single  foul  pitch. 
Ambrozich  missed,  and  UNM 
called  time  with  six  seconds 
remaining. 

The  Lobos  worked  the  ball  to 
Harold  Little,  who  took  a top  of 
the  key  jumper  that  hit  the  end  of 
the  rim  and  missed.  As  the  buzzer 
sounded,  the  Cougars  had 
preserved  a slim  61-60  victory.

BYU’s  strong  gymnastics  team 
closed  its  home  season  Friday  and 
Saturday  with  victories  over 
Colorado  rivals  Denver  and  CSU. 
The  Gymcats  thus  boosted  their 
overall  record  to  7-2. 

Friday’s  decision  over  Denver 
was  never  in  doubt  as  the  Cougars 
took  first  and  third  in  the  floor 
exercise  and  were  never  headed  on 
their  way  to  a 154.50-140.05 
triumph. 

On  the  other  hand,  Saturday’s 
match  with  CSU  seesawed 
through  the  first  three  events  and 
saw  a sterling  performance  by 
CSU’s  Steve  Zamora  on  the  high 
bar  fail  to  overtake  the  Cats  in  the 
final  event,  as  the  Rams  bowed, 
15  7.1 5-1 53.00.

CSU  ends  Utah  dominance 


Cat  swimmers  third  in  WAC  meet 


Although  the  BYU  swimmers 
failed  to  win  the  WAC 
championships  held  at  Fort 
Collins,  Colorado  this  past 
weekend,  Coach  Walt  Cryer  is 
pleased  with  his  team’s  showing. 

“Every  one  of  our  guys  had 
lifetime  bests.  And  we  had  a great 
attitude-everyone  was  pulling  for 
each  other.  I felt  good  about 
getting  third.  Under  the 
circumstances  I think  we  did  as 
well  as  we  could  have,”  observed 
Cryer. 

COLORADO  State  won  the 
three  day  WAC  annual  event.  The 
Rams  became  the  first  school 
besides  Utah  to  ever  claim  a 
conference  swimming 
championship.  The  Utes,  after 
nine  years  of  dominance  in  the 
sport,  “sank”  to  a mere  second 
place. 

Hosting  the  meet  in  their  own 
natatorium,  Colorado  State  staged 
a well-rounded  attack  to  hold 
back  Utah.  Complimenting  the 
Rams,  Utah  coach  Don  Reddish 
observed,  “they  swam  great.  In 
past  years,  we  won  the  close  races 
down  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  place 
area.  This  year  CSU  was  winning 
the  races  by  a few  hundredths  of  a 
second.  That  was  the  difference.” 

CSU  racked  up  426  meet  points 
for  the  title.  Utah  garnered  376 
while  BYU  managed  328.  New 
Mexico  finished  fourth  with  321 
votes,  Arizona  State  tallied  185, 
Arizona  scored  157  and  Wyoming 
finished  last  with  52  points. 

“I  WAS  pleased  to  see  Utah 
lose,”-  stated  Cryer  of  the 
outcome,  “it’s  good  for  the 


conference  to  have  different 
winners.” 

Individually,  the  Cougars 
claimed  four  new  WAC  records, 
by  two  senior  performers.  Keith 
Russell  set  new  conference 
standards  in  the  one  and  three 
meter  diving  events.  Rob 
Stoddart,  BYU’s  team  captain,  set 
loop  marks  in  the  100  and  200 
yard  breaststroke  swims. 

Russell’s  records  broke  those 
held  previously  by  two  Cougars, 
Jim  Whytlaw  and  Stan  Curnow, 
also  teammates  of  Russell’s  this 
year.

While  stopped  for  customs 
inspection,  he  showed  pictures  of 
his  car  to  the  agent  who  refused 
to  believe  that  he  was  seeing 
actual  photographs.  “No,  this  is 
no  automobile,”  he  said.  The  two 
VW’s  sold  in  the  U.S.  that  year 
offered  little  encouragement  to 
the  company. 

Continuing  to  sell  more  vehicles 
each  year  than  in  its  humble 
beginning,  the  Volkswagen  has 
now  surpassed  the  Ford  Model  T 
in  total  production.  Over  1,800 
BYU  students  have  also  purchased 


the  vehicle.  However  the  jokes 
continue. 

“It’s  fantastic,”  said  one  BYU 
student,  “if  you’re  going  downhill 
with  a good  strong  wind  behind 
you.”  “I  traded  my  VW  for  a 
Firebird  to  class  up  the  yard  a 
little,”  said  Helen  Hammond, 
from  Bountiful,  Utah. 

However,  even  among  its 
detracters  the  VW  is  considered  a 
dependable  car  with  even  a fair 
amount  of  charm.
